MORE TRUSTS At

WANTS TO CO-OPERATE 


Expected to Issue Statement on 
Signing Currency Bill, Reas- 
suring Business.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—President 


Wilson let it be known today that some 
other corporations besides the American 


Telephone and Telegraph Co, had shown 
a disposition to take the initiative in re- 
organizations to conform with the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

The President did not specify what 
corporations he referred to, though, in 
formal discussion of the subject with 
callers today he spoke of having some 
in mind. He reiterated that there 
seemed to be a very general disposition 
to inquire what the law was, to know 
what would be expected of dig busi- 
ness and a desire to comply with the 
spirit of the law. 

His Policy Is to Co-Operate. 

Mr. Wilson made it clear to his callers 
that it would be the policy of his ad- 
ministration to co-operate in every way 
it legitimately could to bring about a 
satisfactory understanding of the law 
by the business men of the country, and 
that the executive departments did not 
want to raise barriers against those who 
wanted to obey the law. The President 
pointed out that the Attorney- -Generul 
would co-operate and heartily desired 
and welcomed the impulse on the part of 
business to take the initiative. 

The President indicated in his manner 
of discussion that he hoped the Govern- 
ment had shown by example in the 
American Telephone and Telegraph set- 
tlement what might be expected as the 
future course of his administration. He 
has been conferring with congressional 
leaders on the anti-trust subject and 
will read a special message to Congress 
after he returns from his vacation, in 
which he will point to the necessity f 


and will endea vor to make clear the in- 
terpretation of that statute, which the 


Department of Justice w.. follow. 
ent. 


When. the President signs the Currency 
bill, he probably will accompany. his 
signature with some sort of a statement 
on the trust question. 

A note of confidence that the businegs 
men of tue country will co-operate with 
the Government in obtaining a compi 
ance with the Sherman law is expected 
to be sounded in the President's re- 
marks. He will indicate the manner in 
which the administration will approach 
the subject, express his realization of 
the delicacy of the task and the neces- 
sity for cautious and careful treatment 
of it because of its intimate relatios 
to the business conditions of the coun 
try. 

Department of Justice officials de- 
clare that every day representatives of 
business concerns are calling to learn 
what they can or cannot do under the 
law. While officials stated emphatical- 
ly that prosecutions would not be dis- 
continued where they were warranted, 
co-operation would be used wherever 
possible to obtain an observance of the 
law. 

It became known today that the de- 
partment is at work on plans submitted 
by other corporations for friendly set- 
tlements. Just which ones they are was 
not divulged.

Officers of Federal Regiment Sus- 
pected of Planning to Desert, Shot. 


HERMOSILLO, Sonora, Mex., Dec. 22. 
—The commissioned officers and many 
sergeants and corporals of the Tenth 
Regiment of the Federal garrison at 
Guaymas were executed by shooting at 
sunrise yesterday in that city, accord- 
ing to word brought here tonight. 

Officers and men of the Tenth Regi- 
ment were disarmed several days ago 
by Gen. Ojeda, Federal commandant, 
when he discovered they were plotting 
to desert to the insurgents. 

Accompanied by three of the Federal 
cfficers, who surrendered to the insur- 
sents at Maytorena, Gen. Obregon, Field 
Commander of the Constitutionalists in 
Western Mexico, returned here last 
night to assist In finding the scattered 
groups of Federal soldiers, who had de- 
serted from the Guaymas garrison. 

Gen. Ojeda and his remaining troops 
are in Guaymas, as far as could be 
learned, but insurgent sentries reported 
that one of the Federal gunboats had 
disappeared. This was taken as an in- 
dication that at least a part of the 
Federal garrison had departed for Ma- 
zatlan or Manzanillo, farther down the 
west coast. 


Gunboat Wheeling Ordered to Tam- 
pico to Watch New Battle. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Upon receipt 
of dispatches from Rear Admiral 
Fletcher, in charge of the American 
battleships in Mexican waters, the Navy 
Department ordered the gunboat 
Wheeling to proceed from Vera Cruz 
to Tampico, where, the department 
was informed, hostilities between the 
Federal and rebel forces had been re- 
sumed. 

The English cruiser Suffolk was also 
reported to have been ordered by Rear 
Admiral Sir Christopher Craddock to 
proceed to Tampico. 

Huerta Is Replenishing His Supply 
of Ammunition. 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 22.—A report that 
Huerta is short of ammunition is not 
true. The Government has a sufficient 
supply for weeks and is receiving more 
by every steamship from Europe. But 
cash payments are being exacted from 
Huerta by ammunition manufacturers, 
who will shut off his supply promptly 
when he ceases to pay in advance. 

The arsenal at Tokio is manufacturing 
arms ordered by the Mexican Govern- 
ment and will ship them soon. Japan- 
ese assert that this is merely a matter 
of business, and is not indicative of any 
unfriendliness to the United States.

Watchman Confesses He Shot

FIRST POSED AS HERO 


Told Strange Story of Frighten- 
ing Three White Men Away 
by Killing Their Companion. 


A plot to kill Charles R. Dill of 512 
Page boulevard, manager of Munger’s

sum of money was revealed Monday by 
Charles Anderson. a negro watchman, 
in a confession to the police that he 
had killed his confederate after the two 
had looted the safe in a premature 
rcbbery Sunday morning. 

At 4 a. m. Sunday the police were 
summoned to the laundry at 2210 Wash- 
ington avenue by Anderson, who tele 
phoned he had killed a burglar. They 
found the dead body of William Henry, 
a negro. riddled with bullets, lying at 
the foot of the basement sfairs. 

Anderson told the police that three 
white men and the negro entered the 
laundry at 10 o'clock Saturday night 
and that the negro kept him covered 
with a revolver while the white men 
broke open the safe with a hammer, 
brace and bit, and stole $139.71. 

Breaks Down After Six Hours. 

Anderson clung to this story through 
six hours of sweating' by Capt. Gaff- 
ney and Detective Sergeant O’Brien 
who, on account of the negro’s contra- 
dictory statements, refused to believe 
his story. Later he confessed. 

He said he and his father-in-law. 
Reece McAllister, and Henry, who lived 
at 982 North Twelfth street, formed a 
plot to kill Dill and rob the safe. They 
selected next Tuesday as the date be- 
cause Dill would remain at the laundry 
after hours on that day to place a 
lerge sum of money in the safe. They 
were going to overpower Dill, he said. 
when the safe was open, kill him and 
after the robbery Henry and McAllis- 
ter were going to tie him io a chair and 
gag him. After his rescue, Anderson 
said, he was going to inform the police * 
that three white men had done th 
work. 

Saturday night, according to Ander 
son, Henry called at the laundry and 


saying he needed some ready cash. 
They telephoned to McAllister, but’ he 
refused to join them, advising them te 


originally agreed upon. 


Feared Hen Wouldn’t Divide. 
Henry and Anderson then located the 


safe and Anderson, according to his con- 
fession, fearing that Henry would not 
divide the money, shot Henry as tha 
latter was descending the basement 
stairs to replace the tools he had taken 
from the engine room. 

McAllister, when arrested, confirmed 
Anderson's story of the plot. They are 
held for murder and complicity in the 
safe robbery.

Based on Testimon 
Loomis Johnson, in his argument for 


Petitioner Niles, stated that his argu- 
ment would be based upon testimony 
given fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. He told of the organiza- 
tion of a syndicate to build the St. Louis, 
Brownsville & Mexico Railroad in 1902 
1908, and the carrying of the road’ by 
the syndicate for six years, The syndi- 
cate included Mesrs, Yoakum, Bixby, 
Campbell and Thomas H. West, he said, 
and the carrying was done through the 
agency of the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
of which Thomas H. West was chairman 
of the board. 

He related that the Frisco and Rock 
Island systems were separated Dec. 1, 
1909, when Yoakum, Campbell and West 
became directors of the Frisco, and 
that on that day a resolution of Frisco 
directors authorized the purchase of 
the Brownsville road: After the adop- 
titn of this resolution, West was elected 
to the directorate, he said. . Later, he 
declared, the bonded indebtedness of the 
Brownsville road was increased from 
$3,000,000 to $10,000,000, and in March 
following, there was a distribution of 
money received from the Brownsville 
sale, which netted a profit to directors 
of more than $1,000,000. 

Johnson alleged his client or other 
stockholders were not advised of this 
profit until later, when an attempt was 
made to ratify all acts of the director 
ate and Executive Committee by the 
resolution offered Nov. 14, 1910 

Holds Purchase Was Illegal. 

Johnson said this manner of purchas- 
ing a road was illegal, and that statutes 
of Missouri had been violated by the 
purchase. He said the statutes provide 
that stockholders shall be given 9 
days’ nptice in the event a purchase be 
made and that a majority of all the 
stock must be voted in favor of the 
proposition.

tury. It is estimated that at lecst 600 
natives perished. 

„The eruption commenced Dec. 5, dev- 
astating entire villages and plantations 
and transforming the whole face of the 
island. 

“Capt. Charvin of the steamer Pacci- 
flique describes the eruption as “hell on 
earth,” and other witnesses state that 
the upheaval was so tremendous that 
they expected the whole side of the 
island to disappear. 

‘With one terrific roar, followed by a 
rapid succession of artillery-like dis- 
charges, five craters entered into full 
activity and streams of lava were seen 
rushing down the slopes like red ser- 
pents. Loud explosions followed in rap- 
id succession, and at each detonation 
the craters belched forth flames and 
lava. 

“At night, the flames shot up a. 
thousand feet in the air, brilliantly u- 
luminating the whole scene of destruc- 
tion, Hugh boulders were hurled into 
space and silhouetted against the 
brightness of the flames. 

“The dust, reaching 10 miles from 
the scene of volcanic activity, caused 
a great black cloud to spread from 


the new craters until it blotted out the 


light of the stars.”

Bar- 
tholdt’s decision bad been expected since 
it was stated on his authority in the 
Post-Dispatch, Dec. 9, that he was con- 
sidering retirement. ‘ 

So many aspirants have already ap- 
peared that some persons thought they 
saw, in their very number, a scheme to 


divide the opposition and renominate 


Bartholdt. But the Congressman, how 
serving his eleventh term, is believed to 
have seen, from the election returns of 
a year ago, that renomination might not 
mean re-election. He got 83,242 votes to 
31,227 for Maurice O’Connor, a Demo- 
erat of no wide acquaintance, and 16,47 
for Dr. A. Siebert, Progressive. Bar- 
tholdt’s former pluralities have been 
2,000 and upward. 

The candidates now openly supported 
for the Republican nomination are State 
Senator C. O. A. Brunk, George Brand, 
Clerk of the Probate Court; State Sen- 
ator A. E. L. Gardner of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Judge G. A. Wurdeman of Clay- 
ton, Charles F. Joy, Recorder of Deeds 
and former Coagressman from the Elev- 
enth District, and Jacob B. Meeker, for- 
mer clergyman. The name of John 
Schmoll, chairman of the City Commit- 
tee, has also been mentioned, and he has 
nitherto been held back by his friend- 
ship for Bartho'dt, it is believed he may 
come forward now. 

Urged to Run Again. 

In a formal statement given out at 
Washington Sunday, Bartholdt declared 
that he had given enough of his life 
to the public service, and that he might 
have withdrawn in 1912 but for the fight 
then raging within the Republican party, 
which made him unwilling te desert his 
post. 

He said his desk was piled with let- 
ters urging him to run again, but that 
he deemed it best to announce his pur- 
pose at this time, to leave time for re 
selection of his successor. He said 
had no opposition within his party “ 
cept such as results from the pardon- 
able ambition of other aspirants.”’ 
Desires to Write Books. 

He said he intended to give himself 
to literary work, and he has in mind 
three books which he desires to write— 
“World Peace,“ “Congressional Mem- 
oirs” and “The Trend of the Times. 
Under the last-named head, Bartholdt. 
who was last year denounced by Col 
Roosevelt as an arch-reactionary, may 
give his views on various “progressive” 
measures, and on woman suffrage and 
the prohibition movement, which are his 
pet aversions. He plans a, prolonged 
stay in Europe, but intends to return in 
time to take an active part in the cam- 
paign of 1916, as a Republican campaign 
speaker. 

Bartholdt, one of the few remaining 
stand-patters in Congress, is 58 years 
old. His continuous service of 2 
years in the body has been made 
possible by his strength with cer- 
tain. controlling elements in hi 
own party and district, and by the ac- 
tion of Democratic Legislatures, which 

o gerrymandered the city of St. Louis 
as to put the greatest possible number 
of Republicans in the Tenth District, 
and give the Democrats a better chance 
in the other two. 

Record in Congress. 

The new postoffice and the new sub- 
treasury building, soon to be erected 
are credited to Bartholdt’s efforts. He 
took a leading part in Congressional leg- 
islation favoring the St. Louis World's 
Fair of 1904, and in the movement to 
make Jefferson Barracks a first-class 
military post. He has been an advo- 
cate of a liberal policy as to immigra- 
tion. He has, at different times, been 
chairman of the Committees on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, on Levees and 
Improvements of the Mississippi, and on 
Immigration and Navigation. He was 
for 16 years a member of the Committee 
on Labor. 

He has been a prominent figure in the 
peace movement, and was president of 
the Interparliamentary Union, which he 
was active in organizing at the time of 
the World’s Fair. He was an intimate 
friend of the late Adolphus Busch, and 
pronounced the eulogy at Busch's grave 
last fall. , 


Within the past year 
suffered loss of political prestige 
the Mulhall letters, which named him as 
an advocate of the legisiation sought 
by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, and by the publication of old 
letters in which he requested transpor- 
tation favors from German transatian- 
tic lines. The committee which investi- 
gated the Mulhall matter, declared that 
nothing detrimental to Bartholdt had 
been shown, and he said, as to the 
steamship letters, that he did not seek 
free passage, but only the privilege of 
special accommodations H the bert suites 
were not taken.

Congress at any time can vote the flag 
black, red, yellow or green, or change it as 
they please, but neither the Congress and the 
President and the Supreme Court all combined 
can take one word away from, nor add one word 
to the Constitution. 

The Supreme Court, by frequent reference to 
the Declaration of Independence—the sublimest 
document the brain and heart of man ever cr 4, 
freedom's passionate birthcry, as Moses Coit Tyler 
of New York calls it—has in effect incorporated 
it in the Constitution. ö 

These army and navy officers seem to forget 
that they have taken an oath to support the Con- 
stitution. They prefer the triumph of brute force 
to that of moral principles. They long for in- 

creased pay and promotion. The Neue Freie 
Presse of Vienna about 10 years ago published 
a resume of the opinions of all the leading jour- 
nals of Europe on the policy of the then ex- 
isting Republican administration towards the 
Philippines.

The fundamental principles of an honest bank- 
ing system, providing a sound currency and 
establishing credit upon a substantial basis, have 
been near the hearts of Americans ever since 
they first assailed the corrupt and moncpolistic 
United States bank. 

Many of the mistakes that have been made 
by deluded parties and factions may be traced 
to the exasperating injustices of superior per- 
sons, who were just as mistaken and not 80 
honest. It was not the learned professors or the 
skilled. financiers who created the independent 
treasury in 1840. It was the plain people then, 
as now, accused of misunderstanding fundamen- 
tal principles. The new institution did not pro- 
duce all of the results expected of it, but it did 
some things. It made another central bank for- 
ever impossible, It broke ground for today’s de- 
liverance. For more than 70 years most of our 
pretentious financiers have advocated make- 
shifts, always hoping that at some opportune 
moment they might reconstruct on a grand scale 
the old monopoly of money and credit. 

For more than 70 years, 
punics, cheap money credits and other distrac- 
tions, many of the plain people have cherished 
the belief that in due time they should acquire 
a banking system controlled by law and not by 
favor, and secure a stable currency equal to pub- 
lic needs and free from manipulation. 

If, during the period, the stage has been con- 
stantly set for depression and bankruptcy, the 
fault has been as much that of the financiers as 
of the people. Not ten men, but tens of thou- 
sands of honest men faithfully represented in 
Congress and in the White House have at length 
changed the whole order of things. 

Such an accomplishment worked out in toil 
and suffering is not an accident and it is not a 
miracle. It is the Will of the people, made mani- 
fest at last after years of struggle. It is the 
triumph of democracy in a field where the en- 
counter with its own delusions was less trying 
than the conflict with the pompous wrongs and 
vicious conceits of its adversaries. .

Other than the usual salary or director's 

fee paid to any officer, director or employe 
of a member bank and other than a reasonable 
fee paid to such officer, director or employe 
acting as an attorney at law for legal services 
rendered to such bank, no officer, director, 
employe or attorney of a member bank shall 
be a beneficiary of or receive, directly or in- 
directly, any fee, commission, gift or other 
consideration for or in connection with any 
transaction or business of the bank. Any per- 
son violating any provision of this section 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $5000 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one year. 
‘Of course, this applies only to national banks 
and such dtate banks as subscribe to the stock of 
the regional bank, but it makes a legal wrong of 
the moral wrong perpetrated when bank officers 
extort a rakeoff from necessitous borrowers. 
States should, of course, have a like provision ap- 
rlying to banks organized under their laws.

Without counting restaurants and hotel tables, 
there are in St. Louis, awaiting the country prod-. 
uce farmer, 140,000 breakfast, dinner and supper 
tables, needing supplies three times a day, or 21 
times every week. A clever statistician could, per- 
baps, estimate what this would mean, in tons of 
butter, eggs, bacon and other good things the 
farmer has to sell. The result would be astonish- 
ing. 

There, is a wonderful future for the Furm- to- 
Table“ method of marketing farm produce, if it 
is developed on common-sense, business lines. 
This 1409,000-table market means, to the farmer, 
that he need no longer wait on the commission 
merchant or retailer for his profit. With the aid 
of the little “ad” in the proper column, he can 
get in direct touch with 140,000 householders or 
housewives, who will gladly give him orders, for 
shipment by parcel post or express, for all the 
butter, eggs, bacon and other table products he 
can possibly produce. 

But this market cannot be opened except by the 
key of plain business sense. It will continue to 
be supplied from the counter of the city retailer, 
unless the country producer can bring himself to 
see that city prices to the country producer are 
out of the question. Why should the city house- 
wife go to the trouble of sending away for things 
she can get at the same price just across the way 
or pound the corner? 

However, the cost of living is so high that even 
small concessions in prices “look good” to the 
city housewife, boarding housekeeper or hotel or 
restaurant buyer.

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MRE. HOUCHIN’S VIRGINIA CONTRAOT. 
An organization opposed to convict labor has 
made public the terms of the contract under which 
the Star Clothing Co., which employs a large num- 
ber of the prisoners at the Missouri Penitentiary, 
obtained the right to the services of 500 convicts 
ac the Virginia Penitentiary. 

The company is obligated to pay 85 cents a 
day for male convicts and 50 cents a day for wom- 
en convicts. The factory buildings only are fur- 
nished rent free by the State. The company must 
pay for power, water, heat and light and half the 
cost of keeping the freight elevators and sprink- 
ling system in repair. Overtime pay goes to the 
convicts. themselves. A clause in the contract pays 
tribute to the efficacy of laws requiring convict- 
made goods to be labeled as such. It is stipulated 


that in the event the United States or Virginia 


passes such a law, the company may, on giving 
six months’ notice, withdraw from the contract. 
This is the company which in Missouri refuses 
to pay more than 75 cents a day for male con- 
victs. The contract system, once abolished, is tol- 
erated only on probation. Preparations should 
now be under way for substituting the State ac- 
count plan at the earliest practical moment.

The Senate substitute for the Glass currency 
bill makes an interesting departure in prescrib- 
ing how the six out of nine directors of each 
regional bank, whose choice is given to the bank- 
ing fraternity, are to be selected in each Federal 
reserve district. Local banks subscribing to the 
stock of the regional banks are each permitted to 
name one “elector” as a member of one of three 
voting boards to be instituted in every district. 
Each of the three voting boards chooses two di- 


rectors in the following manner: 

Each elector shall make a cross opposite 
the name of the first, second and other 
choices for a director of class A and for a 
director of class B. Any candidate having a 
majority of all votes cast in the column of 
the first choice shall be declared elected. if 
no candidate have a majority of all the votes 
in the first column, then there shall be added 
together the votes by the electors for such 
candidates in the second column to the votes 
cast for the several candidates in the frst 
column. If any candidate then have a ma- 
jority of the electors voting, by adding to- 
gether the, first and second choices, he shall 
be declared elected. If no candidate have a 
majority when the first and second choices 
have been. added, then the votes cast in the 
third column shall be added together in like 
manner and the candidate then having the 
highest number of votes shall be deoaredg 
elected. 
This, of course, is the preferential ballot. In 
fact it is specifically referred to as the “prefer. ’ 
ential ballot” in the text of the act, being the first 
Federal recognition the new idea has received.

onday Missouri Supreme Judges Held That Directors 


of Company Could Not Buy Land From 
Themselves for Their Corporation. 


The legal principle that directors of a 
corporation, cannot buy property from 
themselves for the corpordtion was es- 
tablished by the Missouri Supreme Court 
in a decision in the case of Hill against 
the Rich Hill Coal Mining Co. This de- 
cision, whitten in 1993 by Judge Sher- 
wood, has been declared by lawyers to 
be applicable to the directors of the 
Frisco Railroad, ‘who bought from them. 
selves the ‘Brownsville Railroad. 

The facts in the coal mining case are 
somewhat similar to the facts in the 
Brownsville deal in the Frisco case. 

The Rich Hill Coal Mining Co. was 
formerly a subsidiary corporation of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. It operated 
mines in Bates County, Mo. In 1890 two 
ef the directors of this company, James 
A. Hill and W. 8. Hill, purchased a 
large tract of land adjoining the prop- 
erty of the coal mining company. 

They made a proposition to Edwin 
Gculd, president of the Rich Hill Min- 
ing Co., to sell the company the lands 
they had bought. The two Hills met 
Gould in New York, where a special 
meeting of the board of directors was 
called and passed a resolution author- 
izing the purchase of the lands. The 
two other directors, R. M. McDowell 
and W. P. Coleman, were not notified 
of the meeting and did not attend. 

Company Objected to Deal. 

The coal mining company later refused 
to enforce the contract that had been 
entered into between the company and 
the two Hills. They sued to enforce 
the contract. 

The facts in the Brownsville deal, as 
revealed by the investigation of the 
Interstate Commerce Commisison 
showed that B. F. Yoakum, chairman of 
the Board of Directors, James Camp 
bell, the late Edwin Hawley and W. K.

It was shown further in tho 
Brownsville deal that only three of 
the Frisco directors, voting for the 
purchase of the Brownsville, had been 
elected by the stockholders, the 
others having been appointed by 
Yoakum and his associates. Only 
seven of the 13 directors were at 
the meeting of the Frisco board when 
the Brownsville resolution was 
passed Yoakum, Hawley and Camp- 
bell stepped out of the room when the 
resolution was yut to a vote. 

The record in the Rich Hill Coal 
Mining case shows that the two Hiils 
voted for the resolution to purchase 
the lands from themselves, and to 
this..extent the facts are different 
from those in the Brownsville deal. 


rectors purchasing from themselves, 
alone: 

“As there were not but three of the 
directors present, and two of these 
disqualified by reason of interest, it 
results that as there was no valid 
quorum present, that no binding cou. 
tract was made by piaintiff with the 
defendant corporation in regard to 
the land in question. 

“The books abound with instances 
illustrating the wholesome principle 
that no one, especially in an official 
position of trust and confidence, is 
permitted to be exposed to the temp- 
tation necessary incident to a s,it- 
uation where duty prompts to go one 
way, and self-interest another. Such, 
of course, would be the situation of 
a director when attempting to gell 
for himself, and to buy for the cor- 
poration. 

“He can neither make such a con- 
tract in the beginning nor enforce it 
in the end.” 

Quoting from the principles laid 
down in the law books on the subject 
of directors buying from themselves, 
the Court incorporated in its decision 
this language: 

‘It is manifest that the. directors 
of a corporation occupy a position of 
the highest trust and confidence, and 
that the utmost good faith is required 
in the exercise of powers conferred 
upon them. 

“They (directors) have no right un- 
der any circumstances, to use their 
official positions for their ewn bene- 
fit or the benefit of any one except 
the corporation itself. 

It is for this reason that directors 
have no authority to represent the 
corporation in any transaction in 
which they are personally interested’ 
in obtaining an advantage at the ex- 
pense of the company. 

“The corporation would not have the 
benefit of their disinterested judgment 
under these circumstances, as self-in- 
terest would prompt them to prefer their 
own advantage to that of the company. 

“Accordingly, it has been held in nu- 
merous cases that the directors of a 
corporation have no authority to bind 
the company to any contract made with 
themselves personally, or to represent 
it in any transaction with third persons, 
in which they have a private interest at 
stake.“

BISHOP ATTACKS MANIA 


Voting Will Not Cure Every 
Vice, Warren Chandler Says; 


Opposes Woman Suffrage. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 22.—The de- 
sire of Americans to reform every.~ 
thing by the ballot was attacked in 
a sermon today, by Bishop’ Warren 
Chandler of the Southern Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

“The American mind,” said Bishop 
Chandler, seems to be infected with 
what may be called the superstition 
of the ballot. Many men, otherwige 
sane, are foolish enough to think re- 
form can be brought about by tho 
result of an election and in conse- 
quence we are having all sorts of 
elections on questions which ought 
not be in politics. 

“These men ought to be reforming 
their own lives and those of their 
children, and then they would lack 
time to be clamoring for elections on 
all sorts of issues. 

“We would not need so many re- 
forms if there were more religion 
in the homes of the land. 

Many women also have fallen un- 
der the delusion that voting will re- 
form every vice and establish every 
virtue on the earth. But the plain 
fact is that woman suffrage, where 
it has been tried, has not accom- 
plished any such end. 

“Vicious women have outvoted the 
virtuous and nothing more has been 
cccomplished than the increase of 
„the ballots to be counted after the 
polls closed. The world cannot be 
saved by the votes of either men or 
women, but it ‘will be greatly dam- 
aged by women neglecting the home 
to engage in political strife. Women 
cannet afford the ballot,’ \
